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REMARKS 

Favorable consideration of this application as presently amended and in light of the 
following discussion is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-4, 15-16 and 20-23 are pending in the present application with claims 1, 20 and 
21 having been amended and claims 22-23 having been added by the present amendment. 

In particular, claim 20 has been amended to be allowable as the Examiner already 
examined. 

35 U.S.C. S 102 and 103 Rejection 

In the outstanding Office Action, claims 17-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Baek et al. (U.S. Publication No. 2003/0219920); and claims 17-19 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Holmberg et al., U.S. Patent No. 
6,160,270 in view of Yudasaka et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,989,945. Claims 1-4, 15 and 16, and 20- 
21 were allowed. 

Claims 17-19 being rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) and 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) were 
cancelled by the present amendment. Accordingly, these rejections in claims 17-19 must be 
respectfully withdrawn. 

Therefore, it is respectfully submitted these rejections has also been overcome as claims 
17-19 were cancelled, and Baek, Holmberg and Yudasaka also do not teach or suggest the 
features recited in amended independent claim 20. 

New claims 22 and 23 depend from claim 20 and thus necessarily contain all of the 
limitations of claim 20 and are thus allowable.
